Tide of students on rise in state 


State University. 

CSU Chancellor Charles Reed joined 
other California higher education lead- 
ers at the state capital Wednesday to dis- 
cuss the implications of ‘Tidal Wave IT’ 
on enrollment at the state’s colleges and 
universities. 


The meeting, held before the Joint 
Committee to Develop a Master Plan 
for Education, came after CPEC revised 
its 2010 projections from 455,000 stu- 
dents to 714,000 students, an increase of 
over 250,000 students from previous 
projections. 


The band marches on 
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Of those 714,000 students, 494,000 
will attend the CSU system. 

The numbers were cause for con- 
cern for Reed, who testified that enroll- 
ment is already exceeding this year’s 
projections of 365,000 students.

California State University Sacra- 
mento engineering students took to 
the pavement and water Saturday with 
a people-powered amphibious inven- 
tion and took home the title “The Big 
Wheeler” for their large size.

In the end, Wulsin 
and Levers used only their hands to 
turn the wheels and McNatt pushed 
the 200 pound vehicle, plus the 
weight of the team, from behind on 
the four-mile race course.

International students wait 
for quake news from home

A 7.6-Richter-scale earthquake 
striking Taiwan Sep. 21 shocked sixty 
Taiwanese students at CSUS who are 
tied closely to their families back in 
Taiwan. 

““We have earthquakes very often. 
There was rocking frequently, but the 
worst thing that ever happened was 
that power and water were shut off and 
the walls cracked a bit. This time it’s 
unexpectedly huge,” said Jolene Tseng, 
a business senior. 

This time it was ruinous. 

According to the latest report by 
“The New York Times,” last Tuesday’s 
devastating quake and massive after- 
shocks have left 2,020 people dead, 
8,547 people injured, 210 missing or 
trapped in rubble, and 1,907 stranded in 
remote areas. 


The epicenter, 100 miles south of 
the capital city of Taipei, paralyzed the 
island. High-rise buildings collapsed, 
bridges and roads were crumpled, and 
there are more than 100,000 Taiwanese 
left homeless, according to reports in 
the “LA Times.” 

The morning earthquake put thou- 
sands of immigrants and students in 
the U.S. in an anxious and somber 
mood. 

“I called home several times that 
day but couldn’t get though. At 7 p.m., 
I reached my parents. I was glad to 
know that they were OK,” said Tseng 
whose family resides in Taipei. 

Although Taipei was spared, the 
residents suffer emotionally from see- 
ing their relatives and friends die and fa- 
miliar buildings destroyed. 

“My friend’s brother was thrown 
out of the chair and saw the neighbor- 
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from 49er square in Old Sacramento 
to Discovery Park where the vehicles 
then plunged into the Sacramento Riv- 
er. 

The water portion of the course 
started and ended in the Sacramento 
River while also winding through the 
mouth of the American River. In the 
water, the last chain in the front car 
came off, rendering the wheel pad- 
dles useless. The Hornet team used 
their oars and the river’s current for 
propulsion. 

“We didn’t expect it to be so hard 
for four people to paddle up the Amer- 
ican River,” Levers said after the race. 

The Hornet had been test-floated 
the weekend before and the students 
calculated that two small blocks of 
foam each 3’x11/2’x1’ could float 300 
pounds. Although the cars weighed 
less than 50 pounds each, they were . 
built to accommodate even the heav- 
iest crewmember at 200 pounds. 

Across the river teammate Geary 
Kwong waited to pull them in: For the 
last quarter mile, all nine students who 
built The Hornet pushed it to the fin- 
ish line for a total time of two hours 
and ten minutes.

Confusion still reigns 
over student fee policy

Three years after the CSU Chancel- 


lor ordered that one-third of new manda- 
tory student fees go to financial aid, stu- 
dent organizations and academic 
departments supported by the fees are 
still scrambling to make sense of the re- 
quirement. 


Among other things, Executive Order 


661, issued by Chancellor Barry Mu- 
nitz in August, 1996, established a cam- 
pus fee advisory committee that advises 
the campus president about mandatory, 
user or penalty fees. 


The order also requires one-third of 


new or increased mandatory fees be set 
aside for financial aid recipients as grants, 
waivers or campus work study programs. 


The need for clarity arose at CSUS as 


Associated Students, Inc., the State Hor- 
net and various academic departments 
that charge such fees began to research 


how compliance with the order would af- 
fect their budgets. 

“T don’t think the impact was under- 
stood for a while,” said John Self, asso- 
ciate vice-president of finance. ‘So for 
the first two years the order was in ex- 
istence, there was mass confusion 
throughout all of the CSU.” 

The impact to students is enormous, 
Self said. 

At CSUS, mandatory student fees 
now add $219.50 to the total tuition bill 


each semester. That could increase dra- . 


matically if students pass a referendum 
to fund a campus recreation center. 

A referendum that would create a 
$90 rec center fee — a $60 fee with $30 
added to allow for the financial aid con- 
tribution— failed in spring. 

Another version of the recreation 
center fee is being planned for a No- 
vember vote. That proposal will likely 
include an amount above the cost of 
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said Reed to the committee, referring to 


the tidal wave. 


He was also concerned about future 
access to the university system.

California State University Sacra- 
mento will administer the mandatory 
Writing Proficiency Exam in October, 
but at least five other campuses in the 
CSU system do not utilize the WPE test. 
The other universities allow students to 
complete an English class in order t 
satisfy the requirement. 7 

The WPE is not without controver- 
sy, according to Jeremy Brickner, former 
ASI board member. 

The1977 Chancellor’s Executive Or- 
der requires. that students either com- 
plete advanced course work or a written 
essay demonstrating writing skills before 
graduating in order to satisfy the Grad- 
uation Writing Assessment Require- 
ment. 

Last semester, the ASI Board of Di- 
rectors adopted legislation authored by 
Brickner, charging that the WPE at 
CSUS fails to comply with the CSUS 
Student’s Rights and Responsibilities 
Act. The Act states that “students will be 
provided the opportunity to review and 
discuss any graded examinations and 
papers. 

Current policies do not provide the 
8,000 plus students who take the test® 
every year for comments to be added tov 
the graded exams by test readers, there- 
fore students are unable to review their 
tests and the WPE is out of compliance. 
There is no way to get feedback after 
taking the test, Brickner said. 

At least two faculty members or ad- 
ministrators grade each exam, and if 
their scores conflict, a third member-is 
called upon to settle the dispute. 

John Price, coordinator of the WPE 
program, has stated in the ‘past that since 
students who take the WPE have ac- 
cess to the grading criteria sheet, test 
readers do not need to add comments to 
each individual test. The grade number 
assigned to the test matches up to a gen- 
eral description of the points and for- 
mat of the paper and the grammatical or 
style areas where improvement is need- 
ed. ; 

Results are mailed to students sev- 
eral weeks after taking the WPE and 60 
to 64 percent pass the first time, ac- 
cording to®CSUS statistics in 1998. 

Should you fail the first attempt 
though CSUS allows a student to sign up 
again, pay another $25 exam fee, and 
take the next scheduled exam. This is the 
case for 36 to 40 percent of students. 

However, the second attempt is the 


last opportunity. Failure to pass on the 


second attempt forces a student into a re- 
medial English class, English 109, which 
must be completed with a grade of C- or 
better, | 
According to the CSUS catalog, fail- 
ure to pass the WPE carries additional 
consequences: an inability to enroll in 
many upper-division classes or to com- 
plete the Advanced Study requirement in 
order to graduate. . 
All CSUS students must pass the 
WPE prior to the second semester of 
their junior year. October 9 will be the 
last opportunity in 1999 for students to 
take the WPE. Next year tests will be of- 
fered Jan. 5, Mar. 18 and May 31 
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Sunday 9/26

Legislation which would allow a sim- 
ple majority vote to veto a presidential 
appointment will be proposed at today’s 
Associated Student Inc. board meeting. 

The operating rule as it stands re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to veto any 
committee appointments. 

Sean South, director of student af- 
fairs, is sponsoring the legislation, which 
also stipulates that if an appointment is 
vetoed, the board members, rather than 
the president, will have the authority to 
appoint someone to the vacant position. 

The proposed legislation would move 


much of the power for committee ap- 


pointments from the president to the 
board members. 

“Two-thirds vote is too much,” South 
said. “It’s excessive; a majority vote is 
sufficient to make those decisions,” 

Lane Kasselman, director of arts and 
letters, supports the proposed change in 
the operating rules. 

“{ think it is a necessary change to put 
the power for committee selections into 
the directors’ hands,” Kasselman said. 

The amendment is the result of confu- 
sion in parliamentary procedure that oc- 
curred at the last ASI meeting on Sept. 15. 

At the meeting, Kasselman led the 
board in removing ASI President Geoff 
Sakala from the Administrative Review 
Committee. The standing operating rules 


mandate that the vacant committee po- 
sition goes back to Sakala for appoint- 
ment. The proposed amendment, if 
passed, would give the board the au- 
thority to make appointments. 

Sakala would like to see the operat- 
ing rules remain the same. 

“{ don’t think it is necessary,” Sakala 
said. “The operating rule was in place 
and the confirmation process worked.” 

Sakala also said that the amendment 
would not help to make the board more 
productive. 

“The amendment delegates the au- 
thority for appointment to the board 
members, and that way it won’t get 
done,” Sakala said. “You need to have an 
individual responsible for the appoint- 


Gerth wants year-round classes

An increase in enrollments has 
played a large part in some of the plan- 
ning on policy proposals within Cali- 
fornia State University Sacramento, 
which reevaluates its nine-year projec- 
tions each year to remain on top of 
changes that are coming. 

According to Larry Glasmire, assis- 
tant to the vice president for student af- 
fairs, CSUS has an ambitious building 
program which can help accommodate 
the higher future enrollment and is build- 
ing one new building per year as long 
as taxpayers continue funding such proj- 
ects. 

CSUS President Donald Gerth said 
last Wednesday, outside a legislative 
joint committee meeting which is work- 
ing on developing a master education 
plan, that the university needs to go toa 
year-round operation to help with en- 
rollment growth, 

“The extra semester would provide 
more options for students and add more 
room by better utilizing campus facili- 
ties,” Gerth said. 

He also said that year-round school

Operation would save students money by 
ending the pay by-the-unit fee and in- 
Stituting a regular semester fee. Such 
plans can not happen ovemight, but are 
necessary to accommodate the growth 
in enrollment. 

Glasmire anticipates hiring more 
faculty and staff to help with the new 
students, but he did not say when this 
might happen. 

Cecilia Gray, associate vice presi- 
dent of undergraduate programs, said 
that eventually CSUS would like to 
make entire programs available through 
distance learning, but right now can 
only offer parts of programs. She said 
more evening and weekend classes 
should be considered in the future as 
the student body changes. 

There is no long-term framework 
for distance education at CSUS, said 
Spencer Freund, associate vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs/Telcom. There 
are 43 distance education courses at 
CSUS this semester, 23 of which are 
Web-based or use the Internet to some 
degree. 

Most of the growth at CSUS and 
other California higher education insti- 
tutions will come from growth within

the state, said planners. More aggres- 
sive recruitment by the CSU and UC 
systems from local high schools may 
also increase enrollment. 

One major concern raised by the re- 
cent discussion of Tidal Wave II has 
been ensuring access for students who 
wish to attend college. 

“Tf the CSUs don’t maintain access, 
somebody will get on my case,” Gerth 
told the joint legislative committee. 

Gerth also raised concerns that if the 
state and schools do not respond quick- 
ly to increased enrollment, tuition fees 
may climb and students who have the 
least access to higher education may be 
prevented from obtaining a degree. 

Glasmire said that Latino and Asian 
groups will comprise the largest in- 
creases in representation on campus 
over the next 10 years. These increases 
will reflect the changes in ethnic make- 
ftp of Califomia’s population, Glasmire 
said. 

Currently, 50 percent of the CSUS 
population is white and 50 percent non- 
white, according to Glasmire, although 
that statistic may change in the years 
ahead along with enrollment rises.

Davidson’s short stint draws to a close

Amidst controversy and confusion, Judith Davidson has decided to hang up her 
gloves. In an interview to update the status of the arena and recreation center proj- 
ects, Davidson, director of athletics and recreational facilities improvement, sur- 
prisingly offered that she would be leaving CSUS in the near future. 

“T will not be renegotiating my contract when it expires,” she said. 

“Yes, you heard me correctly, am moving on from the university shortly.” 

ASI President Geoff Sakala, who has worked jointly with Davidson on the 
recreation center project since his election, confirmed the news. 

“I don’t know when her contract expires, but I do know that she is leaving the 
university.” 

_ He summed the situation up by stating, “They don’t want her here so she does- 
n’t want to be here.” 

According to Sakala, Davidson has already begun the exit process by reducing 
her role on campus. 

“Basically, she is not working on the recreation center any longer.” 

The controversy arose when Davidson was asked to step down as Athletic Di- 
rector in January of 1999. Davidson came to the university in 1996 after serving as 
the interim senior associate director of athletics for the women’s athletic program 
at the University of Minnesota. She spent the years prior to that as the director of 
athletics at Central Connecticut State University. As a coach her collegiate field hock- 
ey teams won several Big Ten Conference titles and an NCAA championship.

Despite her years of experience in athletics, the university offered little explanation 
at the time of her reassignment. 

Debbie Colberg, head volleyball coach, was named as her replacement. 

Davidson was allowed to retain her salary of $103,440 through the 90-day pe- 
riod following her reassignment, a common practice in such situations. At the 
three-month interval her salary was be subject to review, but no new salary infor- 
mation was released since the May 10 review. Davidson’s contract will end December 
31, 1999 according to Shirley Uplinger, vice president for student affairs. 

‘There has been considerable confusion surrounding just what Davidson’s re- 
sponsibilities were to be, and even during the first month after her reassignment no 
job description was available for the position. 

In previous comments, President Donald Gerth has stated his belief that David- 
son would be managing the arena project only. Meanwhile, Uplinger, Davidson’s 
direct manager, has maintained Davidson’s responsibilities are to work on the recre- 
ation center. 

_ Less than a year after taking her current post, Davidson has seen the project take 
shape with Sakala’s help. 

“T have worked with Geoff and done everything possible to assist him. That in- 
cludes compiling research on the arena to be included in the draft report and batting 
ideas around on just how to make these projects a reality.” 

Through it all Davidson says she tnied to stick to the plan provided for her as long 
as she could. 

“I worked everyday, all day on this and now I’m moving on.” 
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Faculty Senate looks 
at general education

The first Faculty Senate meeting 


of Fall 1999 brought a discussion of po-’ 


tential changes to the review process of 
general education courses. 
According to a survey taken last 
spring, most faculty members appre- 
ciate the variety of CSUS general ed- 
ucation requirements, but many be- 
lieve the program needs an update and 
revision. The proposed review will be 
overseen by the Faculty Senate General 
Education Policy/Grad Requirements 
Committee. It requires review of all 


course syllabi and outlines, to be done. 


by the General Education Course Re- 
view Committee, a subcommittee of 
GEP/GRC, and the development of 
assessment processes and admission 
of them, to be taken on by the 
GEP/GRC. 

Senate policy calls for a GE review 


every 5 years. The last review was in. 
1988, resulting in changes which have 


been in place since 1992. 


The schedule plans for review to 
begin Fall 99, and to. have reviewed 
all departments, including the Foreign 
Language Proficiency Requirements, 
by 2004. Then the process would be- 
gin all over again. | 

Courses and sections that do not 
meet the GE requirements will be giv- 
en a semester to make changes; after 
that, they will be dropped as GE class- 
es. 

Other actions taken at this first 
meeting included approval of floor 
procedures for the 1999 semester, and 
curmiculum review of the Art Depart- 
ment and the Computer Engineering 
Program. And one of the senators men- 
tioned a desire to name some part of the 
new athletic complex after the late Stan 
Wright, a long-time track coach at 
CSUS. 


Domestic violence at home 
put under microscope

Women of all ages need to learn 
more about domestic violence issues, 
even if they feel they are not affected 
by it, said Women’s Resource Center 
Coordinator Pat Grady. 

“It’s an issue that becomes very 
easy to ignore,” said Grady. “You 
would think with all the recent murders 
and domestic violence cases in the 


news by boyfriends or estranged hus- — 


bands people would be more aware. I 
think some people are in denial — they 
don’t think this is an important issue if 
it doesn’t affect them.” 

The center and the Feminist Ma- 
jonity Leadership Alliance are co-spon- 
soring the program, “Violence A gainst 
Women: A Discussion with Elena 
Featherstone,” at 6 p.m. Wednesday, 


Sept. 29, in the University Union Au- 
ditorium. 

Author and filmmaker Elena Feath- 
erstone will discuss such topics as 
women’s rights, human nights, rape, . 
sexual assault and domestic violence. 
Her book “Skin Deep: Women Wniting 
on Color, Culture & Identity” was pub- 
lished in 1994, and has been used in 
women’s studies courses at CSUS. 

Grady said sponsors hope the pro- 
gram will educate women about do- 
mestic violence and gain support for 
this weekend’s Take Back the Night 
march and rally at the capitol at 6:00pm 
Saturday, Oct. 2. 

Grady said she believes that most 
college women are still experiment- 
ing with their relationships and need to 
learn to detect the waming signs of a 
bad relationship early on.

told the ommittee. 

+ Califormia State University Sn 
ineries S projected enrollment is increas- 
ing to 20,000 Full Time Equivalency 
students by the 2002-2003 academic 
year according to Nancy Shulock, asso- 
ciate vice president of academic affairs. 
If the current rate of enrollment contin- 
ues, this will be the highest enrollment 
number in CSUS history, Shulock said. 

An FTE student is a calculation cre- 
ated to combine several part-time stu- 
dents to equal one full-time student. For 
example, two half-time students com- 
bined would be the equivalent of one 
full-tme student. ©, 

Shulock also said that CSUS has al- 
ready surpassed the 2000-2001 enroll- 
ment projection for this year, and the 
university is forecasting a gain of 300 
to 500 additional students each year 
through the year.2010. 

Reed said that overall the CSU system 
expects to add 12,000 to 15,000 students 
each year for the next 10 years - a 42 
percent increase in the number of un- 
dergraduates. | 

Already, the CSU system has expe- 
rienced a 10-20 percent increase in the 
number of applications this year and the 
problem has become so serious, said 
Reed, that four CSU schools already 
have reached capacity and have had to 
turn students away this semester. 

Reed stated that CSU San Diego had 


to turn away 4,600 students this year be- 
cause of the lack of space, and several 
other CSUs were close to reaching ca- 


_ pacity, as well. CSUS was not among 


those named. 

To offset the enrollment crunch, Reed 
told the committee that expansion of 
present CSU facilities is necessary and 
that the legislature must consider legis- 
lation creating a year-round system for 


CSU. By creating a third semester dur- | 


ing the summer, students would move 
through the system faster, save students 
money and open more seats because 
more classes would be available. 
_ Reed said he really does not under- 
stand why a class costs three times more 
during the summer and hopes year round 
will change this. 
Another option he suggested was to 
redirect students applying at full CSUs to 
those that are not full. Schools such as 
CSU San Diego would refer students to 
other CSU campuses that have more 
room. He said that CSU Channel Islands 
in Camarillo would have plenty of room 
to take new students. 
Reed also said off-campus facilities 
and distance learning need to play an 
-important role in reducing the strain on 

the system and that more weekend and 
night classes need to be offered to CSU 
- students. 

After the hearing Reed stated that 
there are no real alternatives to the sug- 
gestions made to the committee.

Faster Internet in CSU future

Students checking out the online library or taking 
an online course should have faster access to other 
CSU campuses via the Internet next spring. 

The speed of 4CNet, a network linking Califor- 
nia State University and Califomia Commnumnly Col- 
leges, is being tripled. 

The faster connection to ACNet will speed up 
the internal CSU network and improve the likelihood 
of better performance in the World Wide Web, said 
David Hill, director of university computing and 
communications services. 

A smooth, faster surf on the Web takes several fac- 
tors into account. Although the speed of the net- 
work gets faster, high traffic times and numerous 
users can still slow down the connection. 

“Tt’s analogous to highway systems. If you are tak- 
ing Hwy. 50 at 5 p.m., the traffic will be heavy. 
Widening the pipe makes it more likely but doesn’t

Earlier this month I addressed the CSU 
Board of Trustees, the governing body of 
the California State University System. I 
brought to their attention statistics show- 
ing that as an education system, commit- 
ment to affordability has faltered. 

Despite a fee reduction this year, over 
the past seven years, tuition for CSU stu- 
dents increased 74 percent. 

In other words, financial aid has played 
an increasing role in whether poor and 
middle income students can afford col- 
lege. Furthermore, in 1997-1998 student 
fees financed 60 percent of institutionally

by Roberts and tight end Chris Kelly. 
Seven minutes into the game, with 





105 yards already gained, Roberts was 
on pace to gain 910 yards for the contest.

It was 
also the eighth time Roberts has reached 
the 200-yard mark in the running back’s 
two year Sac State career. 

‘First I want to thank my offensive 
line, my fullback, the tight ends and re- 
ceivers,” Roberts said.

“But I would be great- 
ly disappointed if these guys didn’t get 
that respect.” 

Roberts led the Hornets early witha 
51-yard touchdown run one minute and 
34 seconds into the contest. 

“We set the tone in the first quarter by 
getting our running game going, “ said 
quarterback Ricky Ray, who completed 
14 of 18 passes for 185 yards and one 
rushing touchdown. “Tonight the run- 
ning game was going so well, I just had 
to throw the defense off a little.” 

According to Roberts, having the 
threat of a passing attack has spread out 
the defense, enabling him to break out for 


big runs. 

“They can’t put eight or nine guys in 
the box,” Roberts said. “Because they 
know he’ll just sit back and pick them 
apart all day. 

“His ability to throw the ball and be- 
ing such a smart quarterback really helps 
the running game tremendously.” 

Turnovers created by the Hornet de- 
fense gave the offense early opportuni- 
ties. 

Junior linebacker Anthony Daisley 
led the defensive unit with three forced 
fumbles and nine tackles. 

The defense ended the game with 
four forced fumbles (two recovered), 
three interceptions and two sacks. 

“T don’t think they expected us to be 
that good,” Daisley said. “They came 
out soft and we handed it to them.” 

In the first quarter, the offense built a 
17-0 lead that they never relinquished. 

The Bobcats closed the lead to 17-10 
in the second quarter before the Hor- 
nets took controlwith 24 unanswered 


points and a total of 566 yards of of- 
fense by the end of the game. 

“We won all three phases (offense, 
defense and special teams) of the game 
today,’ Volek said. “If we are to be a 
contender in the Big Sky, which we think 
we can be, we have to win at least two 
phases every week.” 

The depth of the Hornet squad 
showed when starting offensive line- 
man Jon Osterhout went down in the 
first quarter with an ankle injury. Back- 
up Dan Phelps stepped in to fill the void 
and kept the offensive line solid. 

“Our first stringer went down but we 
have the confidence in each other that 
there is no drop-off,’ Roberts said. “Our 
second guys have done just as good as 
our starters showing depth at every po- 
sition.” 

Although sick during the week with 
the flu; Roberts did not need his backup 
to step in until the fourth quarter after the 
new school record was: secured.

University of Arizona students who 
' purchase term papers on the Internet and 
turn them in for credit could be expelled 
from the university, an associate dean 
_of students warned. _ 

Alexis Hernandez, the University of 
Arizona’s associate dean of students, 
said he “supposes” UA students have 
bought term papers off Web sites, but 
didn’t have any statistics about how 
many students have tured them in as 
their own original work. 

But Hernandez said 113 academic 
integrity cases were filed in the 1998 
fiscal year. 

“The professor sets rules and decides 
if it is a violation and beyond that what 
are the appropriate sanctions,” Hernan- 
dez. said. 

Hernandez said a possible result of 
such a violation could be expulsion - a 
consequence determined by a special 
hearing board. 

Despite the possible repercussions 
for students, Web sites that sell papers are 
still popping up. 

Some companies advertise that they 
will get term papers to students within 24 
hours. Others charge $20 per page. 


Another on-line service, Termsnpa- 
pers.com, advertises that its services 
should be used when people need inspi- 
ration, don’t have the research to start 
writing, don’t have time but “desperate- 


ly” need a good grade or “you are sim- . 


ply too tired and don’t feel like doing 
the term paper.” 

However, the company’s site states 
that the term papers can’t be tumed in for 


the purchaser’s own credit and should 


only be used as a guide. 


The Termsnpapers.com Web site | 


states that the papers are written by “qual- 
ity and experienced writers who dedicate 
their time to produce the best results for 


you. 
Planetpapers.com advertises that their 


papers are free and should be used as - 


an “educational resource.” 

But the company charges $16.95 a 
page with a five-page minimum for cus- 
tom-made essays. 

University attomey Mike Proctor said 
the state of Anzona, unlike other states, 
doesn’t have strict legislation about Web 
sites selling term papers. 

“F-ven though in those areas where it 


is regulated, it’s very difficult to enforce,” 


Proctor said. “Really, the students end up 
the ones where its much easier to en- 
force.”

knew three students when she was in 
high school who took Shakespeare pa- 
pers off the Internet and tumed them in 


as their own work. 


“T think it’s stupid because you could 
get in trouble easily,” Blevins said, 
adding that the teacher never knew. 

Physiology freshman Wesley Richey 
said buying a term paper off the Internet 
isn’t worth the risk. 

“Not worth getting thrown out of 
school for,” Richey said. 

But he said using the term papers for 
research purposes is acceptable. 

“Tt gives you a format - something to 
look at,” Richey said. 

Molecular and cellular biology fresh- 
man Gloria Nieto said she heard the 
quality of term papers from the Intemet 
isn’t the best. 

Nieto said she thinks there is nO ex- 
cuse for cheating. 

“F?ll never get you ahead, it will only 
get you stuck or behind,” she said.

construction to pay for financial aid, said 
ASI President Geoff Sakala. 

Departments charging new course 
fees, such as for materials, would be 
subject to the financial aid requirement. 
Those without student workers who need 
financial aid may be forced to increase 
their fees to reimburse campus work 
study programs. 

“The big issue for this executive or- 
der is how will this campus comply with 
the financial aid requirement?” Self said. 
“Maybe there’ll be some grants, some 
fee waivers, and some work study. I 
don’t know. It can be any one of those 
three or any combination. It’s up to each 
institution to decide.” 

In an attempt to create consensus and 
provide some direction, the California 


~ State Student Association has formed 


an ad hoc committee on student fees. 
Local CSSA representative Shaun 
Lumachi chairs the committee, whose 
first task is to create a student fees bill of 


rights. ‘ 

“We came up with the idea of a bill of 
rights, something symbolic, so that we’ re 
all on the same page ... when it comes 
to anything regarding student fees in the 
state,” Lumachi said. 

In one section of the document will be 
a recommendation to audit several stu- 
dent fees each year. 

The committee anticipates complet- 
ing the bill of rights by early November, 
according to Lumachi. CSSA will then 
present the document to the CSU Board 
of Trustees. But CSU Chancellor Reed 
has said he will rescind the entire order 
or do nothing at all. 

“The trustees were concerned about 
making sure students will still have ac- 
cess if student fee increases are passed,” 
said Ken Swisher, a spokesman for the 


~ chancellor. “No policy changes have oc- 


curred since the executive order.” 
But student organizations would like 


to keep parts of the order, such as the 
referendum process and the campus fee 
advisory committee, of which students 
form the majority vote.

Scene: Why wait? 


Weightlifting awaits

A national championship caliber team 
resides here at Sacramento State, al- 
though most students probably don’t 
know it exists. 

Team Sacramento, the Olympic 
weightlifting club at Sacramento State, 
has achieved national prominence the 
past few years with its superior showing 
at the Collegiate National Champi- 
onships. 

Founded by Coach Bill Kutzer in 
1989, Team Sacramento has quietly blos- 
somed into one of Sacramento State’s 
premiere club teams. 

In 1998 the men’s team took its third 
Collegiate National Title in three years, 
while the women’s team placed second 
overall beating such national weightlift- 
ing powerhouses as Arizona, Georgia, 
Air Force and Stanford. 

Indeed only a lack of funds could 
stop Team Sacramento from repeating as 
champions in 1999. As with most club 
sports at Sacramento State the Olympic 
Weightlifting club is thankful for the 
funds it receives from the ASI. Howev- 
er, as Team Sacramento has grown in 
both size and stature funds have re- 
mained stagnant. 

‘We’ ve been really fortunate to have 
funding from ASI,” Team President 
Kathy Mieko said. “It’s bittersweet that 


we are outgrowing those funds.” 

Indeed most of the money needed to 
attend meets now comes either from the 
weightlifter or from a private sponsor. 
With private sponsors few and far be- 
tween, Team Sacramento has had to 
make difficult decisions as to which 
meets to attend. 

Although the team would have liked 
to defend its collegiate championship, 
team members realized that with such a 
strong national showing they had sur- 
passed collegiate level talent. 

“We are competing at American 
Open and National Championship lev- 
els,” Kutzer said. 

In 1999 Team Sacramento decided it 
would aim for the National Weightlifting 
Championships in St. Joseph, Missouri 
and compete against America’s top 
weightlifters. Six team members quali- 
fied for the 1999 Nationals and placed 
well among their divisions. 

This year thirteen team members 
have qualified for the American Open, 
eight for the 2000 Nationals, and some 
members are aiming for Sydney in 2000 
or the 2004 Olympics. 

Team President Kathy Mieko echoed 
those sentiments when asked about her 
chances for the Olympics. 

“‘T hope to be able to continue to train 
and improve and (the Olympics) are a 
possibility in 2004,” Mieko said. 

Team Sacramento members lift 
weights five days a week for one and a

half-hours to three hours. They train hard 
for competitions that consist of two types 
of lifts: the snatch and the clean and jerk. 

In competition each weightlifter is 
allowed three attempts for both lifts, with 
a final score being calculated by adding 
the weightlifters top score in each. 

Team members say they enjoy the 
feeling of camaraderie that comes with 
intense training and the sense of satis- 
faction that comes with competing 
against some of America’s best 
weightlifters. They also look forward to 
trips across America for competition. 

They have traveled to Florida, 
Louisiana and Georgia to compete and 
within the next year the team plans on 
competing in Washington, Maryland, 
Texas, and New York. 

As a club sport, any Sacramento State 
Student is eligible to join, but to join 
Team Sacramento one should be dedi- 
cated and passionate about Olympic 
Weightlifting. For it is just that dedication 
and passion which has turned this rela- 
tively new club sport at Sacramento State 
into one of the school’s most decorated 
squads.
